By letter dated 3/11/70, the Director communicated 
with CIA Director Richard Helms referring to the existing 
agreement entered into between the Bureau and CIA in 1966 with 
regard to mutual efforts in the collection of positive intelli- 
gence in the United States. The Director noted that he would 
welcome any observations that CIA might desire to make to assure 
that national security interests continue to be served in the 
most effective and complete manner possible. By Tetter dated 
3/20/70, Mr. Helms' replied stating that' he valued highly the 
Director’s personal judgment in affairs bearing on the national 
security and suggested certain areas which warrant periodic 
reexamination since they have a direct bearing on domestic 
clandestine collection of positive intelligence. 

In view of tlie fact this is being held very tightly 
it will take several days for me to review necessary files and 
make proper analysis of Mr. Helms* letter, it is believed 
desirable to advise' Mr. Helms that this matter is under study 
at the Bureau and that the Director will communicate with him 
further upon completion of our analysis. In the meantime, I 
am going over this matter very thoroughly and will submit the 
results of my analysis to the Director for his consideration 
and will attach a suggested additional communication to Mr. Helms

\ I hiive Carefully reviewed your letter of March 20 setting 
out your bbservatipns with respect to various matters of mutual interest. 
I certainly -appreciate your kind comments concerning me and I share 
your convictions as to the need for close coordination of our intelligence 
collection activities in behalf of .the national security. 
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1 ' Your Tetter 'suggested nine particular areas which might be 
the subject of furtiier discussions aimed at improving the coordination of 
our operations. Anumber bf these topics are highly sensitive alnd Complex 
and I will therefore make 1 no effort here to set forth my views in detail. 
However? in response to your letter and as a prelude to any direct discus- 
sions on these matters, certain observations on my part may be appropriate.

With regard to electronic surveillance and mail coverage, 
there is no question as to the frequent value of such operations in develop- 
ing needed intelligence. On the other hand, the use of these measures in 
domestic investigations poses a number of problems which may not be 
encountered in similar operations abroad. There is widespread concern 
by the American public regarding the possible misuse of this type coverage.

Your offer to make available certain technical equipment 
developed by the Agency is most welcome and I fully reciprocate your 
willingness to cooperate in the exchange of relevant scientific data. 

I am prepared to designate appropriate representatives of the FBI 
Laboratory to meet with CIA technical personnel at any mutually 
convenient time. 

With respect to the inclusion of positive intelligence courses 
in our training curricula, I am sure you will recognize that our training 
programs must be designed primarily to fulfill our own widespread and 
demanding responsibilities. While I appreciate your offer, I do not 
feel it would be feasible at this time to include the proposed courses 
in our training schedules. I would eertainly have no objection to the 
holding of seminars between specialists of our two agencies in selective 
areas of interest when justified by specific circumstances. 

Concerning the coordination of FBI-CIA activities in the 
exploitation of live sources, both in the communist bloc field and with regard 
to key nonbloc establishments, I am not aware of any significant problems. 
The 1966 agreement between our agencies was concerned directly with this 
question and I have no changes to suggest in the ground rules at this time. 
However, in the event your Agency has some specific proposals to make, 

I would welcome hearing further from you in this connection. 

There is already a considerable exchange of information 
between our agencies concerning New Left and racial extremist matters. 
Frequently, as you have pointed out, there have been substantial connections 
between subversive and extremist elements in the United States and their 
counterparts abroad. We will continue to furnish your Agency information 
being developed by the Bureau which might have a bearing on your 
intelligence requirements. At the same time, we are definitely in need of 
additional information from your Agency as to the foreign aspects of the 
extremist movement in the United States, including foreign funding and 
support of local extremist organizations. While I do not believe there is 
any need for detailed discussions on this point, if you have any specific 
suggestions to make we would be pleased to consider them.

Similarly, I am not aware of any major problems which exist 
at this time in connection with the coordination of our field liaison 
operations. It has been my long-standing policy that serious questions 
affecting the coordination of our activities with other Government 
agencies should be handled and controlled at a headquarters level in 
order to avoid administrative confusion and misunderstanding. 

In line with my letter of March 11 and the obsa rvations 
contained in your letter of March 20, I will in the immediate future 
designate appropriate officials of the Bureau to meet with your representatives 
for detailed discussions of these matters. It is my earnest hope that such 
conferences will lead to a sharpened understanding of the responsibilities 
and objectives of our respective agencies and will serve to promote more 
effective cooperation in our joint commitment to the national intelligence 
needs.

2. Mail Coverage 

Helms cites importance of this as intelligence tool, which has 
been proven in past. He has impression- it has been discontinued and suggests 
FBI-CIA representatives confer to determine whether such coverage could be , 
used with regard to investigations of^oviet blocjj ^ New Left, and foreign agents (U) 

Comment: In line with Director’s instructions, we have discontinued 
this coverage in recent years. We know that other Federal agencies, including 
Army and CIA, utilize this type coverage frequently and often with success 
such as we experienced ourselves in the past. Both Army and CIA regularly 
make available to us results of their coverage abroa d concerning individuals 
of interest to Bureau. This type coverage is sensitive and Helms has not - 
spelled out specifically what CIA may have in mind here. This type coverage 
is too sensiti y.e-to»be-dis.c.ussed-injwri,tten_c.orres pondenc. e. I recommend 
that we seek further information in direct discussions with CIA before 
deciding on our course of action.

4. Courses in Positive Intelligence Requirements and Reporting 



Helms offers to make available to us training courses in positive 
intelligence for purpose of discussing in depth the needs of the intelligence 
community, including CIA. 



Comme nt: I see no need for this at this time . We have a high ly 
effective and comprehensive training program for our Agents in security work 
arid I see no necessity for training lectures by CIA personnel. We regularly 
receive from CIA copies of the Current Intelligence Reporting List which out- 
lines priorities and requirements of other U.S. intelligence agencies in particu- 
lar areas of positive intelligence. These Lists are reviewed by appropriate 
supervisors at SOG and are then furnished on regular basis to interested field 
offices. If any new developments occur in this field, we can always reconsider 
if we wish. But as sta ted there is no need at this time . 



5. Seminars on Opposition Services 






Helms suggests that FBI and CIA specialists concerning hostile 
intelligence services meet as needed to keep abreast of new developments 
and patterns on part of hostile intelligence agencies. He feels such 
discussions should provide an opportunity to possibly devise new means to 
penetrate or neutralize enemy forces. 



Comment: I do not believe there is anv need for conferences of 
| type referr_e.d -to b y Helms except on an infrequentJja sis. Of course, where 
* special Circumstances warrant and provided such conferences are tightly 
controlled by Bureau and specifically approved by Director there would be 
no reason to object to them per se. 

6. Live Bloc Sources 



Helms refers to prior cooperation between FBI and CIA in handling 
of communist bloc defectors and penetration agents but expresses belief there 
is room for improvement in establishing more uniform exploitation of these 
sources. He invites Director’s suggestions for better coordination and evalua- 
tion of live source information. 



Comment: Our 1966 conferences and agreement with CIA were 
| largely concerned with coordination and handling of live sources. This agree- 
ment ha^pim^»effee±iy^as^ .

7. Live Sources in Non-Bloc Area 



Helms points out diplomatic sources in this area, especially 
critical Middle East and Latin- American fields, could provide much needed 
intelligence. He urges the full potential of this area be explored by repre- 
sentatives of both agencies. 



Comment: This is very similar to previous point (6) and again 
involves 1966 agreement. I think our approach should be the same : namely, 
while we are not aware of any problems in this area we could listen to any 
proposals CIA has to make and, of course, we would refer them to the Director 
prior to taking any action. 

8. New Left and Racial Matters 



Helms notes that there is already a substantial exchange of infor- 
mation in this area and cites close connections between subversive elements 
in U.S. and abroad. He suggests we consider how we can best employ our 
respective manpower to meet this threat which is international in scope. 

Comment: We have carefully reviewed this situation ajuiLeaUCIA 
could definitely provide more info rma tion . concerning activities ja LNew^Left 
and black ^e xt r e mlsts while traveling abroad and additional data concerning 
foreign funding or support of subversive activities in U.S. We furnish a 
great deal of information to CIA regarding foreign aspects of the extremist 
movement developed through our investigations. As to manpower commitments, 
our own use of manpower is, of course, under constant review. There are 
heavy manpower demands on FBI in a host of areas (organized crime, civil 
rights, applicant investigations, etc.) outside the security field. . 1- would- be

9. Relations With Domestic Field Offices and Legal Attaches (

Helms expresses belief there are no serious conflicts in this area 
but there may be room to improve quality of liaison so as to expand intelli- 
gence collection efforts, particularly in view of changing conditions both here 
and abroad. 

Comment: As indicated, Helms does not pemeive any„ser.ious-pro- 
blems in this area either in U.S. or abroad. Our policy has always been that 
any matters of substance involving liaison with CIA or other agencies must be

RECOMMENDED REPLY TO HELMS: 



I do not believe the Director should seek to furnish d etaile d 
observations regarding the Bureau's position on the various matter s suggested 
by Helms. Many of them are quite sensitive and complex and there is nothing 
to be gained by spelling out the Director's views meritin g on such matters. 
Accordingly, I recommend that a general reply be sent to Helm s indicating 
our willingness to meet with CIA representatives for direct discussions on 
those points which merit further elaboration or where we might at least be 
willing to listen to any CIA proposals. 



Bearing in mind specific observations set forth above, I think 
our reply to Helms should show we are amenable to direct conferences with 
J CIA on certain of. these issues but we should indicate we see nothing to b e 
( gained by discussions at this time with regard to the followin g: 

(4) Courses in Positive~lnte’ffi^ ; 

(5) Seminars on Opposition Services; (8) New Left and Racial Matters; 
and (9) Relations With Domestic Field Offices and Legal Attaches. With, 
regard to the other points, any discussions with CIA would be strictly within 
current policies Laid down by the Director and no commitments. would be 
made by Bureau representatives .

We have completed our review of domestic positive intelligence 
collection engendered by your letter of 11 March 1970. We warmly 
welcome periodic reexamination by our two agencies of the implemen- 
tation of the 1966 agreement and the collection of positive intelligence 
.which you proposed. I concur also with your comments that there is 
a need for close coordination of our efforts in the field of positive and 
counterintelligence collection. To be most effective, I agree that it 
is essential for this Agency, together with your Bureau, to conduct a 
continuing analysis of clandestine collection activity. The product is 
of growing importance to the national security and to the United States 
Intelligence Community. Therefore we endorse your proposal for a 
reexamination and bespeak your desires as to how this might be 
conducted. 



». With regard to the 1966 set of ground rules, which you sent to 
the then'JDir ector , Vice Admiral William F. Raborn, Jr. , the compe- 
tent .work, of our respective representatives did, in fact, produce an 
' effective -and realistic agreement. I welcome your statement that no 
major problems have been encountered since its adoption. 



j? I feel strongly that there are other related subjects, of similar 

importance to the national security, which warrant periodic reexamina- 
tion since they have a direct bearing on domestic clandestine collection 
of positive intelligence.

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As a result of our review, engendered by your letter, I believe 
that the following subjects are deserving of your personal consideration: 

(1) Audio coverage. Audio coverage provides timely 
intelligence of inestimable worth to U. S. officials for 
policy planning, early warning, and accurate guidance 
necessary for the improvement of operational and collec- 
tion activity here and abroad., Audio coverage is unique 
production because it is readily subject to local cross- 
checking and evaluation which is far more difficult and 
costly to achieve abroad.

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(4) Courses in Positive Intelligence Requirements and 
Reporting. Since the collection and reporting of positive 
foreign intelligence is, as you say, only incidental to your 
main internal security and counterintelligence responsibili- 
ties, I realize that your personnel are somewhat at a dis- 
advantage in carrying out the evaluating and reporting 
processes necessary for the conduct of positive intelligence. 

I At our 1966 conference we offered to institute positive intel- 
ligence training courses, including reports writing and

analysis, for FBI personnel. In soliciting your views on 
the desirability of this type of training, I wish to reiterate 
our willingness to provide such instruction. It would be 
designed to expose the needs of the Intelligence Community 
in depth, thus making the Current Intelligence Reporting 
List (CIRL) more meaningful to your personnel. 

(5) Seminars on Opposition Services. Given the 
growing sophistication and increased capabilities of hostile 
intelligence services, it is suggested that CIA and FBI 
experts in this field meet as required at our respective 
Headquarters, the Washington and New York Field Offices, 
in order to keep abreast of new developments, modus 
operandi, operational tasks, and diverse missions of’ 
opposition services. I know that you will agree with me 
that no opportunities for improvement should be over- 
looked which might help to -negate the efforts of hostile 
services who are charged with undermining the security 

of the United States. These sessions should also provide 
an opportunity to explore and devise new means to pene- 
trate and neutralize these inimical forces. 

(6) Live Bloc Sources. The record of our coopera- 
tion and coordination to exploit live penetrations and defec- 
tors from Bloc sources proves the success of our mutual 
effort. 



I believe that there is room for substantial improve- 
ment in achieving a more uniform and efficient exploitation 
of the positive intelligence potential of certain of these 
sensitive sources. I would invite your thoughts on how we 
may better coordinate requirements for these sources and 
establish a more thorough evaluation of their positive 
intelligence production before it is given general dissemina- 
tion within the Government. Our review would suggest that 
there are good reasons for consultation to explore the 
development o f higher quality live sources, for example

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(7) Live Sources in the Non-Bloc Area. Sources 
such as| %id diplomats are a fertile field for 

procurement of much-needed intelligence relating to the 
activities of certain Latin American and Middle Eastern 
countries which are expanding their subversive and 
terrorist activities, even to the United States/ - I do not 
feel confident that both agencies have adequately exploited 
the full potential of this field, and would urge that this 
subject be explored by our respective representatives. 




(8) New Left and Racial Matters. There is already 
a substantial exchange of information in this field. Limi- 
tations of manpower raise a serious question as to whether 
both agencies can keep pace with future unpredictable 
developments. The increasingly close connection between 
these forces in the United States and hostile elements 
abroad has been well established by both of our agencies. 

I feel it would be in our mutual interest to determine how 
we can best employ more wisely our limited manpower, 
knowing that this problem, which embraces bombings, 
hijacking, assassination, and the demeaning of law enforce- 
ment officers, is international in scope. 

( 9 ) Relations with Domestic Field Offices and Legal 
Attaches . I do not feel that there are any serious conflicts 
in this area but there may be room for improving the quality 
of liaison in order to expand positive intelligence collection. 
Given the changing situations both here and abroad, periodic 
re-examination of field relations could assist both agencies 
to make mutually- agreed adjustments. 



Mr. Hoover, I wish to assure you that I value highly your personal 
judgment in affairs bearing on the national security. I know that your 
experience is derived from a unique lifetime of dedicated service to our 
country. In this spirit, I welcome sincerely your observations on the 
foregoing agenda and solicit your thoughts regarding any other item . 
which you deem worthy of the attention of your Bureau and this Agency.

The attached memorandum dated 3-23-70 reported the 
receipt of a letter dated 3-11-70 from Richard Helms, Director 
of CIA referring to agreements between the Bureau and the CIA 
concerning our mutual efforts in the collection of positive 
intelligence in the United States. This memorandum recommended 
that the letter which was attached go to Mr. Helms acknowledging 
the receipt of his letter and advising that the matter was under 
consideration at the Bureau. The Director asked that a deadline J 
be set. 

A preliminary evaluation of the nine matters which have 
\ been presented by CIA indicate that they wij.1 require extensive 
fJL je revie w and study in order that the pertinent aspects of 
each matter as it affects FBI interests and responsibility may be 
Iproperly considered. It is my judgment that these matters 
filend themselves to the preparation of a series of about six 
Jmemoranda with accompanying letters to CIA. To attempt to handle 
gthem in an all-inclusive memoranda might result in a lengthy 
land u nwieldy docum ent. Therefore, if approved, the matters raised 
fby CIA will be handled in a series of six memoranda, the first of 
which is now being completed and will be sent through for 
approval L no_t later than tomorr ow. The remainder will be sub- 
mitted in' three-day intervals'

Attached is a memorandum dictated by Special Agent 
Sam J. Papich in response to the Director’s request for the 
identification of the instances Papich had in mind when in 
his retirement request he indicated that CIA "believes that 
in the past we (FBI) did not always act in a forthright manner, 
and the agency undoubtedly could present a list of grievances." 




A list identifying the cases and outlining the problems 
involved has been prepared by Papich and is attached to the 
memorandum. A review of the 25-page document reveals that it 
contains several instances in which CIA has registered its 
dissatisfaction and could conceivably renew its complaints, 
and others in which presumably CIA had no knowledge of Bureau 
action and has made no complaint. 



For the Director’s further information, I have 
instituted in this Divisio n a n analysis of each situation cited 
and a membraWdum^wiil Toe pre par ed as to "each , containing my 
views and recommendations asa resultofthat analysis.

Reference is made to my letter of 3/2/70. I made the 
statement, ’’Unfortunately, CIA also believes that in the past 
we did not always act in a forthright manner, and the Agency 
undoubtedly could present a list of grievances.” It is my 
understanding that you want such grievances identified. There 
[is enclosed herewith a list of cases or situations which arose 
over the years. 

Based upon a review of files and my personal recollection, 
this list would be representative of matters which CIA could use 
for making charges such as: not being forthright, not playing 

fairly and squarely, not cooperating, not being of assistance, 
not recognizing the need for concrete FBI contributions to the 
foreign intelligence effort. What CIA may have compiled over the 
years is unknown. What situations are known to CIA and have not 
come to our attention cannot be answered at this time. I am 
thinking of leaks including distorted information which may have 
been passed to CIA from ex-Bureau employees and CIA informants ^ 
and sources. 



It should be clearly emphasized that there is no U 
indication whatsoever within CIA that the Agency has been seeking 
any kind of a showdown or confrontation with the FBI. Contrary 
to what some people may believe, the relationship between the 
two agencies up to the recent crisis was never better despite 
the problems which have arisen from time to time. I am confident 
that a thorough and impartial examination will conclusively 
support the foregoing. 

In order that there may not be any misunderstanding, it 
is important to emphasize that the Bureau can also produce an 
extensive list of justified grievances. We can also produce an 
excellent record of support which we have given CIA; presumably 
CIA could do the same. There are ingredients for continuing 
conflict and there is also adequate machinery for maintaining 
sound working relations and producing badly needed ii%felligQnce

I believe that it would be most helpful to you and 
interested Bureau officials when evaluating and passing judgment 
on the attached material if we analyzed very briefly the role 
of the Bureau liaison Agent. A liaison Agent can be a simple 
mail courier or he can be the true Bureau Agent ready to confront 
any problem or issue with another agency , very often working with 
very limited information. It is expected that the Bureau Agent 
carry out his instructions forcefully and efficiently. He must 
be prepared to handle all types of personalities under various 
conditions. He must be alert for pitfalls and express himself 
in a most judicious and prudent manner but always making certain 
that the Bureau position is well fortified. 

In evaluating the attached and my encounters with CIA, 
it should be noted that protests from the Bureau always were 
easy to handle because the Agent had J. Edgar Hoover behind him. 
However, when an Agent struck at an official on one day and 
solicited his cooperation the next day, it did require some 
resourceful action. It is believed that other liaison Agents 
regularly encounter similar situations. On numerous occasions 
I have bitterly feuded with CIA officials and this has concluded 
rough language. I have walked out on CIA officials when I felt 
they were unreasonable. They took the initiative by asking the 
Agent to return. I did try to play fairly and squarely with all 
of them and never hesitated to accept a confrontation; this included 
the Director of the Agency. When I lectured to CIA personnel 
over the years I always made a point to challenge them to present 
any grievances or raise any subject matter relating to the 
Bureau. I never left a discussion with any CIA official without 
being positive that our position was absolutely understood. 

The approaches utilized by me might be open to criticism. I 
can only refer to the records of the Bureau and CIA and I believe 
the Bureau's position is most favorable. I don't think CIA has 
ever transmitted a letter of protest to the Bureau during the 
eighteen years during which the Agent handled the assignment. 

ACTION: 
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CASES AND/OR SITUATIONS 
INVOLVING CONFLICTS WITH THE 
CENTRAL INTELLIGENCE AGENCY (CIA) 



(1) MOCASE (THE BORIS MORROS CASE) 
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This was a sensitive Soviet-espionage case 
which originated in 1943 and terminated for the most 
part in 1957. The case had many wide foreign ramifi- 
cations and historically has been, and undoubtedly 
will be, one of the most important and involved cases 
of Soviet operations in this country and abroad. We 
did not disseminate any information of significance 
in this case until 1954. On various occasions when 
the Liaison Agent has become involved in heated argu- 
ments with CIA officials, they have seen fit to raise 
this case as an outstanding example of FBI failure to 
cooperate with the Agency. The position taken by CIA 
was that it should have been advised regarding the 
Soviet operational activity in foreign countries, 
claiming that the Agency would have had the opportunity 
to develop more information of significance, identify 
Soviet agents, and possibly prepare conditions for 
recruitment or doubling of Soviet operatives. We did 
not disseminate our reports to CIA because of the 
extreme sensitivity of the case. We actually did not 
permit CIA to handle any investigations relating to 
the MOCASE until 1957. 

In 1957, CIA complained that it certainly had 
every right to have received the information earlier 
because many aspects of the MOCASE pertained to CIA 
employees and operations. CIA further argued that it 
had been greatly handicapped in effectively carrying out 
the leads in 1957 because the leads were given to the 
Agency at the same time that the case was publicized. 

The Agency argued that the failure of the Bureau to 
coordinate with CIA those; French" aspects of the case 
permitted the French, rather than the U. S., to play a 
dominating role in Europe. 
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With regard to dealing with the French, we 
took the position that we would cover the leads through 
lour Legal Attaches wherever possible and to furnish 
leads to CIA in those countries where we did not have 
Legal Attaches. CIA maintained that since we were on 
record that our Legal Attaches do not handle operations 
abroad, the Bureau had an obligation to levy those French 
leads on CIA or at least coordinate with the Agency 
before going to the French. , 

It is to be noted that in any argument relating 

I to jurisdiction in this matter, CIA will fall back on the 
responsibilities placed on the Agency under the provisions 
of the National Security Act of 1947 and the implementation 
of the foregoing through National Security Council Direc- 
tives. CIA will maintain that it is incumbent upon the 
Bureau to recognize the provisions of the National Security 
Act of 1947 and the Directives. The Agency would argue 
that in the MOCASE, these were ignored by the Bureau. 
(Bufile - 100-352385) 






(2) dBUREAU OPERATIONS IN MEXIC 









During the 1950's, CIA periodically raised 
questions concerning the functions of our Legal Attache 
Office in Mexico City. As early as 1951, CIA claimed 
that the Legal Attache was acting outside of the scope 
of the Bureau's jurisdiction since we: were on record 
that our Legal Attaches were acting strictly in a liaison 
capacity, yet we allegedly were conducting operations 
such as developing penetrations of the Communist Party 
of Mexico. A heated discussion took place in 1951 
Ibetween the two Agencies but we did not change or modify 
ithe operations of our office in Mexico. CIA, from time 
to time, has informally raised questions on our running 
informants in Mexico and still being able to comply with 
Directives. The interpretation given by CIA is that 
overseas counterintelligence operations, including the 
operation of informants by the Bureau, must be coordinated 
with CIA. Further interpretation by the Agency has been

feels such information is necessary, CIA officials 
have casually and informally referred to the situation 
in Mexico as a potential issue and conflict but, for 
several years, nobody in CIA has seen fit to create 
any kind of a problem. We, of course, might be vulner- 
able since we have been operating informants in Mexico 
for many years. The problem undoubtedly was greatly

I After Hayhanen arrived in the U. S., we 

larranged access to him for a period, the purpose of 
Jwhich was to obtain a complete story of his intelli- 
gence activities in the U. S. and we were particularly 
1 interested in identifying all of his associates, es- 
pecially the man who later was identified as Rudolph 
ulbel. After a short handling period in the U. S., we 
dropped Hayhanen because he became a problem. It was 
an extremely critical situation because we had not yet 
(identified Abel. jj&IA agreed to take the responsibility^- 
)for the carrying and safeguarding of Hayhanen but w«^ 
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Mwere given free access to this difficult source. This 
"was a most fortunate arrangement as far as CIA was con- 
cerned, because this adjustment gave us the time to work 
with Hayhanen and subsequently develop the leads which 
led to the apprehension of Abel. The Agency has main- 
tained that it was largely responsible for making 
absolutely certain that Hayhanen was mentally and 
physically prepared for testimony at the Abel trial. 
Hayhanen was a key witness. CIA has also referred to 
the heavy expenses incurred by the Agency, all for the 
benefit of the Bureau. CIA has complained that the 
Bureau never really thanked the Agency for its coopera- 
tion and CIA has been particularly irked because^ the 
Bureau did not see fit to inform the Attorney General 
or the White House of the role played by CIA^hQf

(4) WILLIAM P. BUNDY CASE 



In July, 1953, Senator Joseph McCarthy sought 
to subpoena William P. Bundy, then a CIA official, to 
testify before the Senator^ Committee. McCarthy claimed 
that Bundy* s alleged communist activities were clearly 
documented. The most serious allegation was that Bundy 
tad contributed $400 to the defense fund of Alger Hiss, 
ill of this was publicized. The information set forth 
Jin the newspapers emanated from a Bureau report. CIA 
>lanned to charge the Bureau with leaking the information 
to Senator McCarthy. CIA officials held numerous con- 
ferences concerning the matter but charges were never 
lade against the Bureau. What information CIA has on 
this particular item is not known but the Agency did 
tnow that we maintained liaison with McCarthy's Committee.

(6) BUREAU HANDLING OF CIA REQUESTS FOR TOURS 
FOR FOREIGN OFFICIALS 



On occasions in the 1950's, CIA complained that 
officials visiting the U. S. under CIA sponsorship were 
given excellent treatment on the tour but, nevertheless, 
many of the visitors left most disappointed because they 
had not had any contact with any Bureau officials. CIA 
felt that contact with Bureau officials had very significant 
benefits and left lasting favorable impressions because of 
the FBI's world-wide reputation. CIA also pointed out that 
when foreign visitors had no contact with Bureau officials, 
they were left with the suspicion that there was some kind 
of friction between the FBI and CIA. In 1956, we had a 
clear-cut policy to the effect that tours for such visi- 
tors would be of a restrictive nature in that such 
visitors would view our facilities normally seen by the 

! ublic and nothing more. CIA was so informed but 
eriodically indicated.!;,' that our policy prevented the 
gency from truly enhancing U. S. interests abroad.

It should be emphasized that for the past several 
years there would not be any basis for any form cf complaint 
with regard to Bureau treatment of foreign officials coming 
to the U. S. under CIA sponsorship. The personal attention 
given to such officials by Assistant Director Sullivan and 
other officials and Supervisors in the Domestic Intelligence 
Division has been outstanding and benefits have accrued to 
the Bureau. These visitors have gone back to their native 







countries with far better impressions than in the 
past. In addition, we have learned more about these 
countries, their services, and their security chiefs 
by spending a few minutes with them. Needless to say, 
this kind of treatment has also immeasurably helped 
our Legal Attaches. 




Colonel John Grombach was a retired U. S. 

Army officer who, during World War 11, established a 
private intelligence network, operating throughout the 
world but primarily in Europe. His sources included 
any number of European exiles who came to the U. S. 
While he was in business, he was financed by the State 
Department, then the Department of the Army, and in the 
later 1940's and into the 1950's by CIA 1 .

(9) COMMISSION ON THE ORGANIZATION OF THE 

EXECUTIVE BRANCH OF THE GOVERNMENT 
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(Herbert Hoover Commission - 1954) 



In October, 1954, a task force of the captioned 
Commission initiated a survey of CIA's operations under 
the leadership of General Mark W. Clark. In January, 1955, 
we were advised by a representative of the task force 
that, Senator Joseph McCarthy had furnished the group a 
list of CIA employees who were considered subversive. 

CIA became cognizant of this development and there was 
talk within the Agency that the Bureau had furnished 
the names to the Senator. When the Liaison Agent was 
informally approached on this, he flatly .told the Agency 
to officially submit its charges. The Agency never did. 

What information CIA may have had on this matter as it 
pertained to the Bureau is not known. It is possible that 
the Agency's attitude was strictly predicated on a knowledge 
that we maintained liaison with the Senator's Committee.

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(10) INTERNAL SECURITY LEADS IN FOREIGN COUNTRIES 




During the 1950 *s, we gave our Legal Attaches 
numerous leads stemming from internal security cases in 
the U. S. In many instances we did not see fit to 
notify CIA although the Agency always maintained that 
you could not separate "internal Security" from "counter- 
intelligence," namely a lead in France pertaining to a 
communist in the U. S. warranted advising CIA, if not, 
at least asking the Agency to handle the lead. In the 
last several years, it is not believed that there is 
any basis for complaint since we have regularly been 
notifying CIA concerning subjects of cases who travel 
abroad. If the Legal Attache is investigating, CIA is 
notified in order to avoid duplicate efforts. There 
have been exceptions where we have taken the position 
that CIA should not be notified because of the sensitivity 
of the matter. How many such exceptions are known to 
CIA cannot be established from our files; however, we 
should bear in mind that when our Legal Attaches inves- 
tigate, they contact many of the same foreign officials 
normally contacted by CIA. How many of these foreign 
officials are CIA informants, or on the Agency payroll, 
is unknown.

On September 25, 1958, CIA inquired if W. C. 
Sullivan could give a lecture on the communist movement 
in the U. S. It was recommended that Sullivan give the 
lecture. Such lectures were being afforded in other parts 
of the Government. The Director made the notation "We 
cannot make Sullivan available to this outfit." The 
Agency accepted this as an affront and a blatant refusal 








to cooperate on a most important subject of interest 
to both agencies.

(16) CASE OF EDWARD ELLIS SMITH 



On July 9, 1956, an official of the State

involved in an affair with a Soviet girl. According 
to our source, Smith Allegedly had furnished information 
to the Soviet girl. We checked with the State Department 
and CIA and we confirmed that Smith had been involved in 
an affair and that he had been' recalled. According to 
CIA and State Department, there was no indication that 
Smith ^had been involved in any espionage against the 
U. S'. CIA gave consideration to requesting the Bureau 
to identify its source and then changed its mind. 

Whether CIA has documented this as an instance where 
the Bureau failed to cooperate by not volunteering the 
source is a matter of conjecture but, -it is a case that 
should be kept in mind.

(18) LEAKS TO THE ’’NATIONAL REVIEW” - 1959 




In April, 1959, CIA became concerned over the 
appearance of certain items in issues of the "National 
Review.”

CIA subsequently identified the 
author as Lyle Hugh Munson, a former CIA employee. CIA 
investigation indicated that Munson was obtaining his 
information from former CIA Agents.

intelligence activities. Both Ross and Wise contacted 
the Bureau.

The Agency also inquired about placing a Negro in the 
Communist Party, USA, under a plan which would have as 
an eventual objective, the sending of the informant to 
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Africa under an appropriate cover and for an extended 
period. We told CIA we had no informants available 
because they were necessary for our own operations. We 
took the position that we saw no benefit to be gained by 
loaning an informant on a short or long term basis. 

This item is being mentioned because Africa 
has become vitally important to U. S. interest, bearing 
in mind that both the Soviets and Chinese Communists have 
made significant inroads into the area. CIA could argue 
that as early as 1960, it had the foresight to recognize 
the need for additional coverage, that it appealed to the 
Bureau for assistance, and that we did not cooperate.

For many years, we maintained tight restrictions 
with regard to the exchange of technical information with 
CIA, particularly as it related to the technical surveillance 
field. CIA exhibited its equipment to us but, for many years, 
we declined to show any of our devices, with some exceptions.

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CIA never made any official protest but informally 
indicated from time to time that the lack of exchange 
in this highly important field was prejudicial to over- 
all intelligence and internal security interests.

(35) CIA LECTURERS AT BUREAU TRAINING SCHOOLS 



CIA has never been able to understand why the 
Bureau will not permit CIA personnel to lecture at Bureau 
schools or training courses. CIA has felt that through 
a careful selection of lecturers, the Agency could make 
a very valuable contribution both. to the Bureau and to 
CIA. The Agency has indicated that its participation in 
some of our courses would give the Agency the opportunity 
to describe CIA's organization, objectives, and operational 
problems. Furthermore, it has been expressed that Bureau 
personnel could be given the opportunity to pose questions 
and there would be a far better over-all orientation on 
the part of our people. 

The Liaison Agent has always resisted CIA's 
request. It has been a delicate matter to handle because 
Bureau personnel have lectured to hundreds of CIA employees. 

(36) EXCHANGE IN THE TRAINING FIELD 



Although CIA has never officially made an issue 
of the matter, the Agency has not been happy about our 
attitude concerning exchange of information in the training 
field. When the matter has been brought up for any discussion 
by CIA, the Agency has been discouraged. CIA informally has 
expressed the feeling that an exchange along certain guide- 
lines could be most useful to the U. S. intelligence and 
internal security effort. 




(37) POSITIVE INTELLIGENCE 



This is an area where discussion with CIA 
officials can rapidly generate criticism of the Bureau 
for failure to cooperate and offer the necessary assis- 
tance. Positive intelligence, briefly, is that information 
which might assist the U. S. Government in formulating 
foreign policy. Much of it is of a political nature and 
a vital portion pertains to scientific developments, military 
capabilities of foreign countries, and intentions of foreign 
countries. Positive intelligence is not only important 
as it concerns the communist -bloc countries but also 
the non-bloc nations • 

There never has been any law, Directive, or 
Executive Order which has fixed the responsibilities for 
the clandestine collection of positive intelligence in 
the U. S. The Bureau does have a responsibility which 
we refer to as internal security and which falls into the 
accepted area of counterintelligence. Ve do investigate 
subversive^ spys, and we develop penetrations of foreign 
intelligence services. Our work in the positive intelli- 
gence field, for the most part, has been restricted to 
the compliance of requests imposed upon us by the State 
Department, usually when a political crisis occurs in 
some country. 

CIA has maintained that there is a tremendous 
unexplored field for expanded acquirement of positive 
intelligence in the U. S. This would mean vastly incfci tsed 
technical surveillance coverage, development of inform its, 
and collection of cryptographic material. CIA does n£3 
feel that we have aggressively moved on this particular 
subject and that over the years , the Agency has been 
thwarted in its attempts to do much about the problem.

The Liaison Agent recalls fragments of other 
situations or conflicts which occur ed over the years and 
which resulted in the voicingmf CIA displeasure or criticism. 
The Agent cannot recall the names of the cases which is 
necessary to acquire the required data. There was one 
instance early in the 1950's which involved information 
received from a source of unknown reliability charging 
Allen Dulles with having been a communist and a spy while 
in Europe. We disseminated the information to several 
agencies. Dulles exploded but never lodged a protest. 

The Agent also has recollection of instances when 
CIA alleged that its source or informant was compromised by 
Bureau revelation of CIA information during the course of 
interviews conducted by us. Technically, this would be a 
violation of the third agency rule and, if CIA had hard 
core facts, we would be vulnerable, particularly if an 
important informant was lost. CIA never made any official 
issue or protest. 
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There also have been Instances, but cases 
cannot be recalled, where we included CIA information 
in Bureau reports but CIA had requested that the information 
not be passed outside of the Bureau. CIA never protested.

La Cosa Nostra "Commission" member Joseph Bonanno. According to 
sources close to the Bonannos, Joe has called the book "garbage" and is 
even threatening to disown his son for the assistance he rendered in ij;s

Probably the most surprising aspect of the book, in view 
of its general theme, is that it makes no attempt to deny either the 
existence of a Mafia or the Bonannos’ long-standing membership in it. 

It also provides extensive coverage of Joe Bonanno’s mysterious 
disappearance (and possible kidnaping) in 1964, the Prohibition gang wars 
which resulted in the creation of the La Cosa Nostra "Commission” in 
1931, and the recent revolt within the Bonanno La Cosa Nostra ’’family. ” 



On the debit side, the book is too adulatory of the Bonannos, 
presenting Joe as a ’’radical student” who had to flee the wrath of 
Mussolini in the 1920’s for his anti- Fascist activities, and would have the 
reader believe that Bill is intelligent, likeable, well-educated, warm- 
hearted, and ”a good father, ” even though he drove his wife to attempted 
suicide and ripped the clothing off his mistress and knocked her across the 
room during one savage outburst. In addition, the book (either intentionally 
of otherwise) has a number of inaccuracies and accuses the United States 
Government of emulating the old Italian Black Shirt regime in its current 
drive against organized crime.

In reviewing Talese's latest effort, one . New York Times 



writer concluded that his former colleague had failed to present a very good 
’’inside picture” of organized crime, while another shrugged it off as a

DETAILS: 

The various news media have devoted extensive publicity 
recently to captioned book, which was written by former New York Times 
reporter Gay Talese (true name: Gaetano Talese). In fact, major 
portions of the book were excerpted and run in serialized form in Esquire 
magazine prior to the appearance of the book itself. 

A copy of Talese ’s work has been obtained and reviewed by the 
Special Investigative Division, where it was determined to be an apologetic 
biography — actually, almost an autobiography — of Salvatore (Bill) Bonanno, 
a well-known hoodlum and the son of former La Cosa Nostra ’’Commission" 
member Joseph Bonanno. 

As might be expected in such a study, there are numerous 
references to the FBI (well over 100 in a span of 480 pages), although most 
are merely passing mentions which are neither critical nor favorable in 
tone. Needless to say, however, a prominent place is given to the highly 
publicized, but still -unsubstantiated, allegations that Bonanno’s home and 

a number of other hoodlum sites in the Tucson area were bombed at the

Talese claims that the research, development, and writing of 
his book took more than six years, much of which was spent in gaining the 
confidence of various friends and relatives of the Bonannos. That he succeeded 
so well is a point of interest in itself. Although sources close to 
Joe Bonanno advise that the old gangland chieftain is furious about the 
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contents of the book, which he calls ’'garbage, " there can be no doubt 
that the vast bulk of the material and family photographs contained therein 
came from Bill Bonanno, with the tacit approval of his father. Apparently 
unaware of how revealing the book would be until he actually saw it in 
print, the elder Bonanno is even threatening to disown his son for his 
assistance in its preparation. 

As previously mentioned, Honor Thy Father is basically a 
biography of Bill Bonanno, ranging from his health problems as a youth to 
his difficulties in school, his marital problems and extramarital sex life, 
his gradual rise in the ranks of the mob, and finally his conviction in 1969 
for mail fraud. It also includes considerable biographical data on both 
Bill’s father and grandfather, making it clear that the subject of the book 
is at least a third- generation Mafioso. 

In fact, the most surprising thing about the book, considering 
its generally favorable tone, is that it engaged in no attempt to deny either 
the existence of a Mafia or the Bonannos’ long-standing membership in it. 
Starting out with Joe Bonanno’s mysterious disappearance (and possible 
kidnaping) in 1964, Talese proceeds in a series of criss-crossing "flashbacks’/ 
to tell of the underworld maneuvering that led up to the disappearance, 

Bill Bonanno’s difficulties in holding the mob together during his father’s 
absence, Joe’s arrival in the United States shortly after the turn of the 
century, Bill’s marital troubles nearly 60 years later, the historical 
development of the Mafia in Sicily and the Prohibition gang wars which 
resulted in the creation of the La Cosa Nostra "Commission" in 1931, the 
Government’s current drive against organized crime, Bill’s childhood, 
the recent warfare within the Bonanno mob, and the financial difficulties 
that preceded Bill’s prosecution by Postal authorities for fraudulent use of 
a credit card belonging to one of his business associates. 

Even so, Talese leaves no doubt about the personal friendship 
he developed for Bill during the course of researching his book and the awe 
and respect he feels for Joe Bonanno. In a November 28 appearance on the 
NBC "Monitor" radio show, Talese explained how his wife visited with Bill’s 
and his children played with Bill’s while he and Bill worked on the book. As 
a further touch, Talese dedicated his book to the Bonanno children and 
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subsequently announced that he was establishing a trust fund for them, 
presumably out of the proceeds from the book, over 350,000 copies of 
which have been printed, at $10 a copy. In addition, the World Publishing 
Company claims that it has sold the paperback rights to the book for 
$451, 000, slightly exceeding the amount paid for The Godfather, an 
earlier best seller about the Mafia. 

Because of his personal feelings about Bill Bonanno, Talese 
tries to picture him as an intelligent, likeable, well-educated young man 
who is a victim of circumstances. On Page 116, for example, he refers 
to Bill as M a good father. . . attentive and warm-hearted, " a passage that , 
might unintentionally raise a few eyebrows when taken in conjunction with 
earlier descriptions of how Bill ripped the clothing off of his mistress and 
knocked her across the room and how his infidelities and criminal life 
once drove his wife to run away from home with the children and on another 
occasion to attempt suicide. 

Apparently in an unsuccessful effort to head off the wrath of 
the underworld for the glaring spotlight he threw on it, Talese tries to 
explain away the mob's brutality by contrasting it to American atrocities in 
Vietnam. He also accuses the Government of currently engaging in a 
Mussolini-like witch hunt to eradicate the Mafia and, possibly tongue-in- 
cheek, attempts to give Joe Bonanno an air of respectability by depicting 
him as an "anti- Fascist student radical" who had to flee his homeland a 
second time in the 1920's in order to escape the retaliation of the Black 
Shirt authorities. 

Aside from the vicarious thrills it offers its. readers, 

Honor Thy Father holds out the promise of an almost unparalleled view of 
the underworld as seen through the eyes of a notorious Mafia leader. 
Unfortunately, though, Talese intermingles first-person reminiscences 
with so many unidentified excerpts from various public sources that it 
becomes impossible for an ordinary reader to guess when he is getting 
genuine "inside information" and when he is merely being served up a 
rehash of previously published material. On one occasion, in particular, 
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when Talese appears to be giving Joe Bonanno’s eyewitness account of the 
Caste llammarese gangland war during the early 1930's, certain internal 
errors which originally appeared in printed studies issued by the 
McClellan Committee make it obvious that Talese is actually quoting 
from the testimony of the late Joseph Valachi rather than from either 
Bonanno. 



In another interesting passage, Talese states that the Bonannos 
moved to Arizona from New York City in the early 1940 's because of 
Bill’s sickly health. What Talese apparently missed during the course 
of his research was the fact that the Bonannos moved less than a week 
after the New York City police assigned 1,000 officers to the investigation 
of the 1943 shooting of Carlo Tresca, a New York City anarchist whose 
unsolved murder has often been attributed in the press to the Bonanno 
organization.

^Hoover’s Empire Abroad 




J. EDGAR HOOVER has 
quietly won President Nix- 
on’s approval for an expan- 
sion of the FBI’s interna- 
tional intelligence-gathering 
operations despite grave 
misgivings in the State De- 
partment and Central Intel- 
ligence Agency. 

That will put the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation in 
over 25 foreign capitals, un- 
authorized specifically by 
law and unknown to the 
public or most congressmen. 
Moreover, these FBI agents, 
supposedly stationed abroad 
to help apprehend fugitives 
from U.S. justice, are trans- 
mitting secret intelligence 
reports back to Director 
Hoover. 

This bizarre story casts 
further light on two intrigu- 
ing aspects of Hoover: First, 
his undiminished ability, 
born of four decades of ex- 
perience as the bureaucrat 
supreme, to get his way in 
Washington; second, the te- 
nacity of Hoover’s passion 
to get the FBI into the spy 
business and his animus to- 
ward the CIA. 

The overseas FBI agents 
are called, officially and eu- 
phemistically, “legal at- 
taches” and are assigned to 
U.S. embassies abroad. 
Legal attaches ^ have long 
performed useful work in 



Ottawa and Mexico City, 
helping, track down fugi- 
tives. Similarly, the case can 
be made for agents assigned 
to London, Tokyo and per- 
haps one or two other for- 
eign capitals. 

But Hoover has gone far 
beyond this. Shielded from 
public ' and congressional 
scrutiny, he has quietly built 
an overseas network of FBI 
agents in some 20 countries. 
The latest step came last 
year when the director pro- 
posed expansion into an- 
other dozen capitals* and 
showed his legendary deft- 
ness in the bureaucratic jun- 
gles by going right to the 
top for approval. 

In a private conversation 
at the White House with 
President Nixon, Hoover 
casually brought up his de- 
sire to establish a few new 
legal attache offices. Like 
most Presidents of the past 
47 years, Mr. Nixon has no 
desire to cross the director. 
He agreed. 

Thus, Hoover went to the 
State Department armed 
with the President’s prior 
approval, a fait accompli. 
State Department function- 
aries, faced with cutbacks in 
the demoralized Foreign 
Service, were appalled at 
presidential approval for. a 
dozen legal attache offices 



containing two to six FBI 
agents each. Across the Po- y 
tomac Riv$r, CIA officials 
eyed Hoover’s overseas ex- 
pansionism suspiciously. 

In tedious negotiations, 
the State Department man- 
aged to cut back Hoover’s 
expansion by about half. Fi- 
nally, the FBI proposed 
opening new offices in six 
additional cities: Manila, 

Rio de Janeiro, Singapore, 
New Delhi, Canberra and 
Santo Domingo. Although 
the location of legal attache 
offices is a closely guarded 
secret, it is understood that 
FBI agents will now be 
placed in all of these cities 
with the possible exception 
of New Delhi. 

IN OTHER WORDS, Sec- 
retary of State William Rog- 
ers, who as attorney general 
under President Eisenhow- 
ever in the late 1960s gave 
Hoover free rein at the FBI, 
decided not to make an 
issue of Hoover’s worldwide 
expansionism. One reason is 
assurances, given to both 
the State Department and 
CIA, that the overseas FBI 
agents will be operating 
strictly under the U.S. am- 
bassadors and will not be 
gathering foreign intelli- 
gence. 

The truth is otherwise. 
The “legal attaches” are re-

quired to send foreign intel- 
ligence reports back to Hoo- 
ver through FBI channels, 
unseen by State Department 
or CIA. Indeed, the director 
himself N has reprimanded 
legal attaches for failure to 
send him sufficient intelli- 
gence material. 

The caliber of the intelli- 
gence picked up by the over- 
seas FBI , agents is consid- 
ered suspect by intelligence 
experts, however. Barred 
from conducting overseas 
operations, the legal at- 
taches tend to pass along 
gossip picked up on Em- 
bassy Row and in the coffee 
houses. Whether the thou- 
sands of tax dollars spent 
for this purpose is justifia- 
ble is therefore questiona- 
ble. 

But, as we have reported 
in earlier columns, the FBI’s 
own outstanding agents 
know that the bureau could 
stand substantial improve- 
ment in carrying out the 
tasks Congress has assigned 
to it — particularly apprehen- 
sion of foreign espionage 
agents in the United States. 
In view of that, Hoover’s 
overseas expansionism, con- 
doned by the President and 
the Secretary of State, 
seems particularly inappro- 
priate.
